Troops Sent To 


Frontier 


Pnom Penh, Cambodia, Dec. 23. 

_ Cambodia accused Vietnam today of violating 
her territory and warned she would take “all 
necessary military measures” of defence. 

Informed sources said Cambodia was sending 
troop reinforcements to the frontier. 

A Pnom Penh radio broadcast revealed the now 
but potentially dangerous tension between the two 
American-backed Governments of Cambodian Prince- 
Premier Norodom Sihanouk and South Vietnamese 
President-Premier Ngo Dinh Diem. 

Up to now both Governments have joined the fighting 
against infiltrations from Communist North Vietnam. 


ISLAND INVADED 


The brondcast charged that 26 South Vietnamese soldiers 
from the 60-mile-long island of Phu Quoc invaded the tiny 
Cambodian islands of Koh Thmey and Koh Ses on Noy. 1. 

They have since been spreading word that the islands 
are nbout to be annexed by South Victnam, the broadcast 
said. 

It added that during the night of Nov. 29-30 o heavily 
armed Vietnamese patrol boat stopped and searched a ficet 
of Cambodian fishing boats five kilometres south of Kep, a 
Cambodian port 18 kilometres west of the South Vietnamese 
frontier. 

The Vietnamese held the Cambodian fishermen all night 
and fined them 850 rials (US$20) for alleged violation of 
South Vietnamese waters, the broadcast said. —United Press,

“But while Dougie was giving 
the referee some concern, hig

duty for the refereo—to Inspect

LEARN YOUR CRICKET 


ATTACKING — FIELDING 


O field well you must 

learn not only how to 
atop the ball but to re- 
turn it as quickly and 
eecurately as possible. By 
so doing the flelder makes 
run-getting difficult and 
sometimes can get a wicket 
by o run-out. 


Tho chief principles 
attacking technique are: 

(1) Be on the move towards 
and watching the batsman = as 
the ball is bowled, with your 
body balance = alightly forward 
and ready to accelerate in any 
direction. 

(2) Get on to the Une of the 
boll as quickly as possible, 


(3) Gel down with your body 
sideways and with hands down 
just tn front of your right foot, 
All the welght is on this foot 
and the left foot 4s carried 
slightly away for natural 
balance.

The prosperous looking youn 
die who hee baid sovetal 
guincas for his ringside seat o 
the Dal Dower-Jake Tull fight 
scoffed in open disbelief when 
someone told him that the 
portly gentleman in tho Press 
seats was the one and only 
Jimmy Wilde. 


He wauld have found it even 
harder to assimilate what was 
an undoubted fact if he had 
seen the great Welshman in his 
active days. Then he mide seven 
Rtone quite comfortably; now 
he js more than double in 
weight. 

“The Tylorstown Terror,” 
“The Ghost with o Hammer in 
hy Fists,” were Just two of the 
tags attached to the little miner 
of the Rhonnda Valley, who, 
even when pounds Inside the 
Flyweight limit, had the temer- 
Mt to take on Bantamweight 
stars of Une magnliude of World 
Champlon Pete Herman. There 
has never been anyone lke 
him. 

All the money he made in the 
ring he lost outside of it through 
no fault of his own, He in- 
vested it in South Wales enter- 
prises, and was cought out by 
the depression, Now he is the 
valued observer of the boxing 
seene fur a national newspaper. 
Yet he has a lively contempt 
for almost ‘everything that is 
modern oan the fistle: world. 
Boxers, managers, promoters, 
trainers—all of them are “not 
what they were in the old days” 
to rotund Jimmy. He is shrewd 
in his assessment of anything 
clever he sees in the roped 
squure; but generally he is bit- 
ingly critical. 


“FOO SOFT" 


Wilde has often told me that 
present-day  urining methods 
are all wrong, and that boxers 
are “too soft.” Jimmy's idea of 
preparation jis constant Aghting, 
not sparring with headguards 
on, “Boxers have forgotten how 
tu use their feet," he once told 
me. “It is the most important 
Phase in boxing Ike It is in 
cricket. People used to say I 
knocked out my opponents by 
split-second timing rather than 
by heavy punching, Actually, it 
was because I got into the cor- 
rect position with my feet that 
I was able to land the so-called 


‘timed’ blows with power.” 


Wilde will always tell you 
he would never have gone into 
the ring against Herman at the 
old NSC if it had not been for 
the then Prince of Wales being 
present. Herman, as Jf a World 
Bantam — title-holder did not 
have sufficient advantage over 
the wisp of a Welshman, came 
In sadly overweight. His eur- 
prise loss to Tancy Lee he at- 
tributes to Influenza and the 
desire not to let the promoter 
down, . 

His defeat by Pancho Villa 
for the World Flyweight Cham- 
pionship came “after { was over 
the top but needed the money 
through business losses,” His 
herdest fight? Against Joe Conn 
at Stamford Bridge. It was 
during World War I and as 
purses were Illegal his reward 
was “a bag of diamonds.” 

There was a greater bond be- 
tween boxer and manager = in 
those days as you realise when 
he speaks with affection of the 
late Teddy Lewis, while the only 
real trainer he ever had was his 
wife, from boxing booth days 
onwards,
